AN FRANCISCO, May 6.—Attorney Willian M. Abbott, assisi- 


ant general counsel for the United Railroad ,, was again called 
to the stand at the opening of the proceedit gs in the Calhoun 


trial this morning.

attorney for Mr. Cajhoun himself.

objected to on the ground that it was not pertinent to any issue 
raised in the indictment, but the court allowed 1hc mquin. 


At length the special prosecutor asked if Ab iott had secured a 


detective named Borland to secure reports for Mr. Calhoun prior 
to the first Ford trial. Attorney Stanley Moore objected and Judge 
Lawlor asked as to the pertinency of the question.

Calls Statement Misconduct

Naturally the virulent personal assaults indiscriminately made 


i Uy the Call and liulletin on all classes- of citizens offended a great 


f many people who have manifested tne'r indignation and disapproval 


J by .withdrawing patronage from those papers. 
Men do not usually 


; take their patronrge where they get only abuse and revilement, 
i tience the loss of business by the Spreckcls and Phelan organs is 
; not due to a boycott but to the ordinary workings of human nature. 


• Sk>wever, it hardly lies in the mouths of Spreckels and Pholan and 
; the Call and BtiJli-tin to complain of being boycotted. They started 


a boycott against everybody who dared to disagree with them or 
disapprove of the methods of Heney and Burns. To find fault with 
the immunity deal with the municipal thieves was to invite violent 
denunciation and business and personal persecution wherever it 
could be inflicted 
Newspapers that dared to tell the truth were 


placed under ban. The boycott was preached in the churches, fulmi- 
nated in the Call and Bulletin, and declared by tcsolution in every 
assemblage the S jreckels-Phclan outfit could control. The Call and 
Bulletin tried to <lo a thrifty business turn by getting their more 
successful rivals boycotted. Every person who resisted the attempts 
of Spreckels and Phelan to dominate the politics of the State ?nd 
.control the acts cf public officials v.as declared an outlaw to be 
shunned, scorned and despised. 


Witnesses and jurors who failed to program with Heney and 


teurns were held up to public obloquy. People \vere advised to have 
no business dealings, hold no social relations with them.

in public places without the censor of the graft prosecution taking 
note of» the guests and publishing a maranatheina list. 
Bankers,

edicts of Spreckcls, Phelan & Co. 


Well, the whole business has failed. 
The boycott has broken 


down/and the bcycotters are crying that they are being compelled 
to eat out of their own spoon. 
Society rebelled at the bum-bailiff 


censorship established over it. The voters refused to ratify at the 
polls the decrees of Rudolph f, and business men generally refused 
to place their ad\ crtising and their bank accounts where they were 
ordered to by the small group of individuals who constituted them- 
•selves not only the law but judges, jurors, witnesses and hangmen 
for the community, \\ho presumed to establish a social and political 
sorder in which tl ey were the masters and all others slaves. Ostra- 
cism has been fo.md to -\\ork both ways, and those who originally 
invoked and preached it are now -\ irttiously crying that they are its 
victims. They ai e shining because people are letting them alone.'. 
If some toadying busybody neglects the duties he is paid to perform 
in an effort to regulate e\cr\'body else's affairs, and loses his job in 
consequence, it i? charged that he has fallen a victim to the venge- 
ance of- wealthy i-riminals 
But the Call only snarls faintly now— 


awihile ago it barked fiercely at everybody's heels. It weeps over 
Oliver, but it ha«. not the courage to say openly that the Hibernia 
Bank discharged Olhcr at the bidding of the men indicted by the 
-Grand Jury of which he v, as foreman. 


High School Frat Revolt. 
f'' 
The three cities on this side of the bay are at present in the 


^throes of" a High School fraternities revolt, opposition having been 
"shown by the members of these organizations against the law which 
''prohibits further initiations and the resolutions adop'tcd by the sev- 
eral Boards of Education prohibiting a retention of membership in 
them. In the ca'e of initiations since the law has become operative 
the penalty of suspension or expulsion is provided for. In the case 
of the insistence of a High School student to continue the affiliation 
entered into befoi c the passage of the law, the governing bodies have 
,,provided a penalty which deprives the recalcitrants of vital privi- 
Jeges affecting their High School standing. The issue is a clean- 
cut question of who shall control the High Schools—the members 
of these fraternities or tho Boards of Education. Of course, tihcre 
can be but one fiVal result, namely, the submission of the students to 
the authority of Jie governing body. It may go against the gram 
-'but there is no a:ternative. If it were otherwise, the High Schools 
•might as well be abolished. 
The fraternity students cannot rule^— 


"that stands \o -reason. Common sense will, of course, prevail and 
the sober second thougiht when it assorts its sway will bring the re- 
volters to a correct realization of the situation and result in their 
submission. 'There can be no other outcome to the controversy. 


In Alameda the High School students have realized this fact al- 


" ready to the extent that those who were induced to join the forbid- 
den fraternities after the law became operative have recanted fheir 
allegiance to them. Those who were members of these fraternities 
-before the la~w was passed will undoubtedly withdraw from them. It 
is the only'common sense action to take. 


The students of the Oakland High School ihave shown a defiant 


disposition. But i cannot be more than skin-deep and will-soon wear 
off. 'The Board :>f Education holds the whip handle. 
No one else 


shas the authority to hold it. The tail cannot wag the body. No one 
!'knows that fact better than the students themselves. 
Tt is only a 


, false pride which influences them from acknowledging it promptly. 
lilfhey know as wi-11 as anyone knov\ s that the Board of Education is 
'the regularly constituted authority whose mandates must be obeyed. 
Now let common senge have its perfect way and harmony be re- 
itored and foohsh opposition cease.

Drawbridges and Harbor Subway. 


Ft is understood that at the next regular meciins; of tin1 County 


Board, Supervisor Kt-lley 'vill faring up a^am the pi oposition of con- 
structing a subway nndei the harbor at the foot of Webster street 
to carry the traffic be two n O ikland and Alameda as i pn liminan 
measure to the removal of the county drawbridge ifi the interest of 
commerce. 
The railroad and the county drawbrulye.s crossing' the 


estuary on the line of Harrison and Webs-ter streets were built and 
are being- maintained with the consent and by the sufferance of the 
United State War Depar merit, subject to removal whenever the 
demands of commerce fo an unobstructed waterway to accommo- 
date it become sufficient!} urgent 
ft is conceded by every one con- 


cerned in the infprovemci t ot the harbor and iji the growth of its 
commerce that the trne \ -hen such demands will be made and must 
be granted is rapidly ap jroachiuig' 
I Lenee the necessity for the 


forming1 of plans where!)/ the traffic earned over the drawbridges 
shall be diverted undergo numl. 


Some time ag-o Chief Engineer Biddle of the I Tnilcd States 


Army Engineers in charge of Pacific C'oast harbor and liver im- 
provements invited the Oakland Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants' Exchange to itibmit their suggestions of what improve- 
ments to tihe harbor were deemed necessary by them for the benefit 
of commerce. These commercial bodies recommended the dredging 
of the harbor from the ci trance to a line corresponding with Tenth 
avenue if extended to the Alameda shoreline a uniform width of 
eight hundred feet and a uniform depth of thirty feet at ordinary low 
water" mark and that the whole area of Brooklyn basin as far as the 
entrance to the tidal can; 1 be dredged to a uniform depth of thirty 
feet also. Thus the entire harbor •would be made available for use 
by the largest ocean-g'O'iig craft afloat. 
Colonel Biddle .upprovcd 


these suggestions and so reported to the. War Department which 
has in turn recommended Congress to provide funds to carry them 
into effect with the least possible delay. 


Meantime, the War Department has now at its disposal approx- 


imately $4-00,000 for Oakland harbor improvements which is being 
spent in widening and deepening the channel and with the prospect 
practically in sight of favorable action being taken by Congress on 
the department's recommendations regarding the larger and more 
impottant undertaking, it is manifestly necessary to provide1 ways 
and means for the removal of the drawbndges and the substitution 
of some other means of communication between the two shores 
which will leave an open and unobstructed fairway from San Fran- 
cisco bay into Brooklyn basin. 
Subwavs under the channel consti- 


tute apparently the only practical substitute. Theic arc, howe\ cr, 
many problems, engmeer'iig and financial, to be solved before the 
work can be carried out; but Supen isor Kcllcy believes the time has 
come when the subject must be taken up, thoroughly tlmshcd out 
and provided for without delay. The approaching completion1 of the 
Panama canal will create big demands on Oakland harbor for com- 
mercial facilities and it mist be made ready to meet them whatever 
the cost may be. 


Maladroit Prison Reform Address. 


Tf the Sunday morning address to the convicts at San Qucnlin 


dclu creel by Alameda county's probation officer, CL-ristophcr R'ucss, 
has been correctly reported, and tho presumption is reasonable that 
it has, he was, to put it nildly, maladroit. The address -\\ as deln - 
crcd to an audience of nine hundred prisoners deprived of their lib- 
crty and condemned lo 1 ard labor because of the crimes they ha\ e 
committed against societv. 
Tt \\ as not the kind of a gathering be- 


fore which to arraign present penitentiary management or to preach 
its reform, even though the same ma\ be defective from his view- 
point. 
Moreover, he ga^ e these social outcasts false ideas regaid- 


ing their rights when he asserted that they had three great rights— 
to liberty, to usefulness and to growth. The first of the.se \vas modi- 
fied by the statement that the State has the right "to deprive a man 
of his liberty, and sometimes should do for his own good, but has 
no right to condemn a m \n to an institution in which he is forced to 
be useless and cannot glow, except into a worse character." 
lie 


overlooked the all 'impor'ant fact that our penal institutions are not 
reformatories but places of punishment, where willful 
offenders 


against society must pay the penalty of their crimes and bear the 
consequences. If the system of State prison management is wrong; 
if the treatment of State prisoners is such as to make those who are 
socially sick sicker, instc id of curing them, the preachment against 
both should be done outside tho prison nails, not within them, where 
t/he exposition of such viows is liable to make prison management 
more difficult by breeding a spirit of insubordination through the in- 
culcation in the minds of the prisoners of false ideas regarding their 
status in the eyes of the law and in their relations to society. 


As a matter of fact, the convict has no rights save the right to 


iive under the conditions which offended law has placed him when 
he enters the penitentiary. All other liglits he has forfeited through 
his misdeeds. lie warred openly against society with the fiilf knowl- 
edge of the consequence^ should offended law overtake him. For 
the hardships he suffers under prison discipline he is alone responsi- 
ble owing to his vicious i-nndtirt. 
Tie is paying the penalty of his 


crime. Any concession made in his favor is not one of personal 
right. His reform, if pos- ible. must spring- from within his own con- 
sciousness and not from 
v\ ithout. 
But to tell these convicts that 


they arc the victims of a defective system, and not of their own 
crummal acts and impulses, was about the limit of indiscretion, and 
the wonder of it is that Rucss was permitted by the San Quentin 
prison authorities to exploit sudi vie\\s there.
